ume of history having to do with |

On 
June 1, 1861, the blockade was 
made effective at the busy port 
of Fernandina by the warship 
Perry, commanded by Lt. Enoch 
Parrot.

WASHINGTON, July 19 — The 
threat of a legislative log jam 
that might jeopardize the sched- 
uled July 31 adjournment of Con- 


gress gave rise to the possibility 
today that the Senate might be 
kept at work morning, afternoon 
and evening in order to clear 
its docket. 

With the big getaway day just 
two weeks off, the Senate still 
has to act on the defense and 
mutual security appropriation 
bills, on the refugee bill and on 
perhaps a half dozen other bills 
on which there are commitments, 
either to the White House or to 
influential members of the Con- 
gress itself. 


THROUGH MIDNIGHT 


Since all tax measures as well 
as the big departmental spend- 
ing bills must originate in the 
House of Representatives, the 
Senate usually lags as adjourn- 
ment nears. Senate rules per- 
mitting extended debate merely 
intensify the problem. 

Senator Knowland of California, 
the acting Republican leader, 
took note. of the situation today 
when he said the Senate ‘‘may 
have to start sessions at 9 a. m. 
and run through to midnight.’’ 
The Senate usually convenes at 
noon and, except in the closing 
days of the session, rarely works 
beyond the early evening. 

The Senate’s work schedule 
could be determined by the out- 
come of tomorrow morning’s con- 
ference between President Ei- 
senhower and Republican con- 
gressional leaders. The adminis- 
tration is expected to give the 
final word on what legislation 
must come to a véte at this ses- 
sion and what can be laid over 
until next January.

The White House and the State 
Department, meanwhile, declined 
any comment of any kind, Presi- 
dent Eisenhower was at his moun- 
tain retreat in the Maryland Ca- 
toctin Mountains. At the State 
Department, spokesmen said the 
official report would have to be 
studied carefully before there 
would be a formal statement. 

Word of what had transpired at 
the truce negotiator’s meeting 
was anxiously awaited here, be- 
cause of growing concern toward 
the end of the week over previ- 
ous postponements and the in- 
creased military activity on the 
fighting fronts. There was mount- 
ing belief that the situation was 
becoming graver, and, at the 
very least, was in a state of deli- 
cate balance.

621 Die, 5,000 Missing 
As Japan Floods Rise 


TOKYO, Monday, July 20—P—More than 600 Japanese have 
been killed and some 5,000 are missing or injured in the greatest 
flood to hit Japan in modern times, it was announced today. 


National police headquarters 
in Tokyo said that 621 persons 
were known dead as of 10 p. m. 
Sunday, along with 4,640 missing, 
and 314 injured. It was feared 
that the death toll would rise as 
disrupted communications are 
restored. 

Entire villages, towns and 
wide areas of farmland in the 
heart of Japan were under a sea 
of muddy water as the result of 
three days of heavy rain. Ma- 
rooned inhabitants hopefully 
awaited rescue from high ground, 
trees or rooftops. 

Torrential rains lashed Central 
Japan and Kyushu Island for the 
third straight day, and the swirl- 
ing flood waters mounted. 

Mt. Aso, volcanic crater in Ky- 


ushu, blew up tonight with an 
explosion that shot rocks and 
smoke half a mile into the sky. 
The Kumamoto city observator 
said the flood may have caused 
the explosion. No one was in- 
jured. 

Wakayama bore the brunt of 
the downpour which set off the 
floods on two of its main rivers, 
the Hidaka and Arita. 

A police report said at least 
500 persons perished in Miboma- 
chi, a town of 16,000 at the mouth 
of the Hidaka. The flood waters 
crushed levees and swirled over 
the town. 

The disaster was on a greater 
scale than the Kyushu floods 
three weeks ago that claimed 
1,166 persons dead and missing.

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Education Needs 
More Local Help 


Rep. Walter Harrison of Millen, 
member: of the legislative committee 
studying Georgia schools, has voiced an 
opinion that has been heard increas- 
ingly even from educational sources. 
He says local school boards and local 
communities must assume more of the 
educational load. 

The state, which now bears about 90 
per cent of the cost of public education, 
is spending about as much as the traf- 
fic will bear under present tax laws 
and economic circumstances. 

There are, of course, communities 
already doing for schools everything 
their economic resources will permit. 
But many others are falling down on 
the job. And even though the state 
is now out of the ad valorem field, 
counties are slow to accept their share 
of school support. 

We think, too, that government at 
all levels in Georgia tends to look upon 
government services as a separate in- 
stead of an over-all problem. 

We thus find many county commis- 
sioners and boards of education scram- 
bling for the available revenue instead 
of all hands getting together to work 
out an over-all program of progress 
that puts first things first. This scram- 
ble extends from county funds to state 
appropriations. The result is a dis- 
jointed program that seldom meets the 
need in any category, hut which keeps 
the people confused and the services 
fighting each other. 

Local authorities tend to pass their 
problems on to the state instead of get- 
ting together ‘with the state to work out 
an over-all program with definite goals. 

There are signs that a joint approach 
to local and state problems, including 
all groups, is being considered by citi- 
zens aS a more intelligent solution. 
Educators like Supt. Jim Cherry of 
DeKalb and others have pushed the 
idea and their county governments have 
adopted it with profit. There’s no rea- 
son it would not work on a county-by- 
county as well as state level. 

We agree with Mr. Cherry that de- 
mocracy “is best safeguarded by gov- 
ernment units responsible at cloSe range 
to the people. Good government is best 
sustained where people feel a direct 
responsibility.” 

With the approach from county and 
community levels, we believe a pro- 
gram looking to progress in all fields 
and in which local communities accept 
their share of the responsibility can be 
achieved. Such an approach makes 
more sense than the present mad scram- 
ble for funds regardless of relative need.

Let's Open Our Eyes 
To Stakes in Indochina 


Writing from Indochina, New York 
Times and Constitution writer James 
Reston reaffirms what many others have 
been saying during the past few months. 
The danger of Communist capture of 
that Southeast Asian country is very 
real. 

For nearly eight years, the French 
have been fighting a losing war in In- 
dochina. The Communists have been 
able to take advantage of a rising tide 
of nationalism to gain more and more 
converts as the years drag on. The 
Indochinese want independence from 
colonial rule more than anything else. 

Incredibly ignorant, the natives are 
promised independence and plenty by 
the Communists. While pledging to 
free the natives from colonial rule, they 
also promise to free them from the feu- 
dal system of tribal lords that the 
French have used to maintain their 
rule. Knowing little of the rules of 
governing themselves, the natives can- 
not realize they are exchanging what 
they consider tyranny for the terror of 
totalitarian police rule. 

The situation is speeding to a cli- 
max. In much the same way they over- 
ran China, the Communists are moving 
in Indochina. We find ourselves forced 
to uphold the French when the only 
alternative to certain loss of the Indo- 
chinese to communism is a counterrevo- 
lution on the American pattern that 
recognizes the national: aspirations of 
the native peoples. 

There’s one thing for sure. Loss of 
Indochina to communism foreshadows 
the eventual loss of all Asia and with 
it the vast stores of raw materials that 
make our standard of living possible.

They figure they are prob- 
ably up against a brick wall. 

The name is Linder. They figure it is 
too much to hope that the Georgia agri- 
culture commissioner will accept any 
plan that smacks of reciprocity and logic.

TVA’s Contributions 
Are More Than Power 


One of the purposes behind estab- 
lishment of TVA was reforestation. 
This need was directly tied in with 
other aims of soil conservation and 
flood control. Has it been successful? 

An editorial in the Knoxville Jour- 
nal urging that Congress save this re- 
sources development program seems to 
sum up the problem and the progress 
toward its solution. The Journal says: 


“The record of this agency 
speaks for itself. In 1933, there 
were, by actual count, 1,500,000 
acres of land in the Tennessee Val- 
ley in need of reforestation. As of 
that year, only 1,200 acres had 
been reforested. Since then, more 
than 250,000,000 seedlings from 
TVA nurseries have been planted 
on 211,710 acres. 


“An outspoken example of this 
planting process is the Bowaters 
Southern Paper Corp., whose plant 
is under construction at Calhoun, 
Tenn. Bowaters was the largest in- 
dividual tree planter last year, and 
when its plant is completed there 
will be a ready cash market for 
East Tennessee forest farmers of 
$30,000,000 per year.” 


The Bowaters plant is the type of 
industrial development that is now 
helping to rebuild an entire section of 
the nation. Enemies of TVA say it is 
at the expense of other sections. Close 
examination reveals how false is such 
thinking. 

Production of power is only one 
facet of TVA’s vast contributions. Its 
rehabilitation of a whole region has 
added billions to the sum total of the 
national wealth.

W AS HINGTO N—The anti-McCarthy 
strategists here can now survey the wreck- 
age they have wrought in the last 10 days.

Back Room Boys 
Lay Their Plans 


WASHINGTON—It is said often these 
days, and accurately, that the new Repub- 
lican Congress has done very little in its 
first session. Criticism is varied. One com- 
plaint, voiced by all sorts from individuals 
to big business, is about failure to cut taxes. 
Another series of complaints has to do with 
failure to do anything whatever along.the 
social welfare line—ex- 
pansion of social secu- 
rity, housing, health, 
education. That comes 
from rank and file and 
organized labor. 

But it is misleading 
to stop there. 

The real truth is that 
a great deal has been 
done, or at least start- 
ed, both by the new ad- 

™ ministration and _ its 
Congress about which you have been told 
very little—and purposely so, because it is 
not to your best interest. This is the real 
story. It is the plot cooked up by the 
big-boys-in-the-back-room while the Salva- 
tion Army is beating the drum out front, 
so to speak. 

Part of the story, which happened behind 
doors closed to you, is the way all sorts of 
social welfare functions have been reduced 
in scope, and expansion programs for low- 
cost public power, including REA, crip- 
pled—by just cutting off appropriations for 
them, an old trick, easily hidden. 


You caught a fleeting glimpse of another 
part of the plot a few days ago—fleeting 
because it took the house only part of an 
afternoon to slip through the Miller-Dondero 
Bill handing over Niagara Falls power de- 
velopment to five big utility companies for 
their profit and the consumer's loss. They 
put that trick over fast—and all while Gov. 
Thomas E. Dewey was here watching, help- 
lessly. 

He wasn’t able to stop that in his visit 
here. But now he and leaders of his ad- 
ministration have signed a protest against 
this giveaway, and dispatched it here to the 
Senate public works committee, which has 
the House bill before it. 

Niagara is strategically important. But 
the real big prize now being sought by the 
private utilities is Hell’s Canyon out along 
the Idaho-Oregon boundary, which the pre- 
vious administration proposed to develop 
by a high dam across the Snake River 
that would utilize the potentials of this river 
to the fullest, including power so badly 
needed in Oregon and Washington. 


If the Idaho Power Company, a Maine 
corporation, can get its hands on this and 
spoil the full utilization of the river by the 
series of small dams it proposes, then the 
private utilities are back in the saddle 
again, and our dream of developing our re- 
sources for the people is gone, and the coun- 
try handed over to the power trust. That's 
what Hell Canyon means—and to you and 
you and you, wherever you live.

It so often happens that some critics 
of this program are people who have bor- 
rowed from RFC, FHA and other govern- 
ment-lending agencies, and the paradox is 
that there is nothing socialistic about so- 
called private industry securing govern- 
ment assistance; but when it comes to the 
farmers borrowing from the same source, 
then they begin to cry ‘‘creeping socialism.”’

About Immediate 


WASHINGTON—After the beating they 
took in making a lot of erroneous calcula- 
tions on the business outlook at the end of 
World War II, many leading economists 
are now adopting a cautious attitude in 
appraising the current 
trend of events. 

Take the case of Ar- 
thur Burns, top econom- 
ic adviser to President 
Kisenhower. Having 
learned a lesson from 
the past, he is not mak- 
ing any hasty predic- 
tions about things im- 
mediately ahead. 

Whether we are en- 
tering a new period of 
deflation or are to have more of the infla- 
tion of the past 10 years is a question that 
has been receiving widespread public dis- 
cussion of late. In a recent appearance 
before a closed session of the House appro- 
priations committee, efforts were made to 
draw Burns out on the subject. The printed 
transcript, made public the other day, is 
interesting if not revealing. 

Rep. Albert Thomas of Texas wanted to 
know what the economist thought of recent 
change in interest rates by the Federal Re- 
serve and the Treasury. ‘How is it going 
to affect business,’’ he asked; ‘‘also agri- 
culture, the housing problem and employ- 
ment ?”’ 

“Congressman,” Burns replied, ‘‘those 
are very important questions that I am now 
trying to study.’”’ 

Using a more direct approach, Thomas 
then asked: ‘‘What is the outlook now? How 
do the increase in interest rates and the 
tight money policy look to you?”

“I am studying that at the present 
time,’’ Burns said, ‘‘and I hesitate to dis- 
cuss the matter until my understanding 
is clear.’’

in our economy.” 

Not satisfied with the answer, Thomas 
remarked that the economists are not unlike 
the lawyers who, he said, will give the right 
answer if you let them put enough “‘if and 
ands”’ in it. 

Burns probably remembers too well the 
burning many members of his profession 
got in predicting a depression after the 
close of the late war, when we were sup- 
posed to have 8,000,000 men out of employ- 
ment the first year of peace. Instead, we 
went on to new peaks of national prosperity.

Cleveland Vetoed 
Free Seed Bill 


Dry weather is nothing new for Texas. 
And one may rest assured that when the 
Lone Star State has a drought, it is a big 
one. Why, once around Amarillo it was so 
dry folks had to pin stamps to envelopes 
and you could track a oo, 
school of fish swim- 
ming upstream by the 
cloud of dust _ they 
stirred up. But federal 
disaster relief for arid 
areas is fairly new. At 
least Grover Cleveland 
was ‘agin’ it. A Yan- 
kee historian named Jo- 
seph Barksdale cited 
the passage. I turned to 
page wat, - VG Waa “gs * 
‘‘Messages and Papers of the Presidente, 
and there it was: 

EXECUTIVE MANSION 
February 16, 1887. 
To the House of Representatives: 

“TI return without approval House Bill 
No. 10203, entitled ‘An act to enable the 
Commissioner of Acriculture to make a spe- 
cial distribution of seeds in the drought- 
stricken counties of Texas, and making an 
appropriation therefor: ...”’ 

The first Democrat President after the 
Civil War went on to say he had no doubt 
a need for relief existed and that free 
federal seed would help. But he said he 
found nothing in the Constitution that would 
warrant expenditure of public funds for the 
purpose. 

President Cleveland said further and 
specifically: ‘‘I do not believe that the 
power and duty of the General Government 
ought to be extended to the relief of indi- 
vidual suffering which is in no manner 
properly related to the public service or 
benefit. A prevalent tendency to disregard 
the limited mission of this power and duty 
should, I think, be steadfastly resisted, t 
the end that the lesson should be constantly 
enforced that though the people support 
the Government, the Government should 
not support the people.”’ 

But to show he was not flint-hearted, 
Grover C. went on to suggest that when 
the emergency became fully known, neigh- 
bors of the drought-distressed Texans would 
pitch in to help out. 

Then he made a practical suggestion. 
He said senators and House members had 
been sending out free seeds to their con- 
stituents to the total of $100,000 a year. He 
advised that if they would pool their seed 
and send it all to Texas it would help. He 
opined, in effect, that for at least a year 
the farmers in Illinois, Arkansas, Maine 
and Missouri could struggle along without 
free seeds from Congress, especially when 
they knew they were doing a good deed. 

The New Deal must have given the 
spirit of the doughty Cleveland a bad time, 

We've come to accept the idea that we 
are our brothers’ keeper, through federal 
and state aid. The appropriation which 
Grover Cleveland vetoed was $10,000 for 
seed-starved Texas. The one Ike signed the 
other day was for $8,000,000.

SAN DIEGO, Calif., July 19—(P—A new volcano is boiling 
up from the ocean floor a mile off San Cristobal Bay on the 
west coast of Baja California, Mex., 360 miles south of here, 
the Coast Guard reported today. 

The Coast Guard said word of the new volcano reached 
here from Carlos Hernandez, port captain of Ensenada, Mex., 
a fishing resort village 90 miles south of San Diego. 

Hernandez said fishermen told him they saw dead fish 
and mud boiling up in 10 fathoms of water in the bay area. 

The research vessel Horizon, of the Scripps Institute of 
Ocednography, reported it witnessed the same phenomena 
Friday. 

Ensenada fishermen said they noted a cone-shaped forma- 
tion just below the water’s surface.

| Piteching-Chipping

Huff House Antiques 
Recall Ante-Bellum Days

A Russell High chemistry teacher owns a gourd that Con- 
federate and Yankee troops used for dipping spring water during 
the Battle of Atlanta. A hand-hewn walnut chest with a hideaway 
for Rebel money is also among authentic relics from historic Huff 
House belonging to Miss Martha Galloway. 


Miss Galloway, close friend 
of the Huff sisters, Miss Sarah 
and Miss Cordelia for over a 
decade, owns the largest sin- 
gle collection of effects from 
Atlanta’s oldest house. 


‘“There’s only one other per- — 


son in town that knows more 
about the Huff house than I 
do, Mrs. Arthur Pew Sr.,’’ de- 
clares the jolly schoolmarm, re- 
ferring to the weathered 98- 
year-old structure at 70 Huff 
Rd., N. W., which played a 
major role in the battle in 
1864. Mrs. Pew was for years 
principal of a school near the 
Huff residence. 
RESTORATION PLANNED 

Plans are currently underway 
by the Georgia Educational Ex- 
change to preserve the seven- 
room hard pine home and to 
refurnish it as it looked when 
Atlanta matrons gathered in 
the dining room to sew gray 
uniforms for their men at the 
front. 

Miss Galloway became ac- 
quainted with the Huff sisters 
in 1932 through a friend who 
roomed with them. She often 
visited the elderly spinsters 
and was given many of their 
possessions for safekeeping aft- 
ter Miss Sarah's ‘death in 1943. 
Miss Galloway still keeps in 
touch with the younger sister 
now ata nursing home. 

A tale of terrer and intrigue 
could be woven about many of 
Miss Galloway’s possessions. 
Others are merely symbols of 
that lush, lamp-lit, lazy era be- 
fore the War Between the 
States. 

FED CONFEDERATES 

The old bread board might 
have been used to knead loaves 
.for fleeing Confederate troops. 
Rebel documents and bills were 
tucked away in the _hand- 
pegged secretary which later 
held Miss Sarah’s memoirs. 

The hand woven bedspread 
and quilt were part of Mrs. 
Jeremiah Huff’s trousseau in 
1844 when she married the sis- 
ter’s father. The dainty china 


doll which was a gift to Miss 


Sarah in 1865 wears a dress 
fashioned from the 1790 wed- 
ding gown of the Huff sisters’ 
great-grandmother, Celia Agee 
de Branford. Other furnishings 
include a velvet covered ‘“‘re- 
camier,’’ a reclining sofa, an 
oil student lamp, old wash 
stand and a laboriously stitched 
sampler proclaiming ‘Simply 
to Thy Cross I Cling.’’ 
WAR NOTES 

Miss Sarah, an avid note- 
taker, literally left pounds of 
correspondence in a childlike 
print. She and her sister were 
historians for the Atlanta His- 
torical Society for over 50 
years. | 

The secretary, with its seared 
pine base and cherry top con- 
tains ante-bellum porcelains 
and pottery. Two pieces have 
no connection with the Huff 
family but claim considerable 
value. They are a_ pewter 
sugar and cream which were 
given by Confederate General 
Garner to the father of Miss 
Galloway’s maid, Viola King 
Jones.

Georgia Had 9 Dictators at Once! 


After the fall of Savannah in 1778, the Georgia government 
was in complete collapse. Governor Houstoun’s term had ex- 
pired and the members of the Assembly were so scattered that 
it was impossible to get a quorum together to elect a new chief 
executive. Working desperately, the handful of legislators who 
had gathered at Augusta finally succeeded in securing enough 
new members to take official action toward establishing some 
form of state control. They created a supreme council to take 
the place of a governor. The council consisted of nine men 
who were granted full powers of a dictatorship. The state con- 
stitution was temporarily abandoned as it had ceased to be 
of any value under existing war conditions. The council had 
the power to procure money, control the military, set up courts 
and local governing bodies. John Wereat was chosen the first 
permanent president of the group. The council was composed 
of honest men who had no desire to be dictators beyond the 


sembly and a return to Constitutional government for the fol- 
lowing January. A new group headed by George Walton sprang 
up in an attempt to forestall the meeting and gain control of 
the state during the confusion. The Continental Congress be- 
came so upset by the fantastic proceeding they dodged the 
issue of recognizing either party and placed $500,000 in the 
hands of General Lincoln to be used in getting the state on a 
governmental basis comparable to the other states in the new 
republic.
